Dr. Clyde A. Roeder. member of 


the faculty ot the school of nu-di- 
cine of the University of Nebraska 
Is plaintiff in the conspiracy suit. 
Dr. Roeder represents the Ameri- 
can college of surgeons here and is 
the leader in the standardization 
move. 


Dr. Roeder in his suit alleged 


defamation of character, 
slander, 


and conspiracy to drive him from 
the city. He names Dr. A. P. Con- 
don, head of Nicholas Senn hospi- 
tal, 
leader of the standardization 


group; A. B. Griffith, manager ot 
the Nicholas Senn 
hospital; 
Dr. 


William H. Pruner, Dr. C. B. Foltz, 
Steve Maloney, former chief of de- 
tectives; Felix Dolan, former detec- 
tive; Newton D. Woods, police of- 
ficer and his divorced wife. Sylvia, 
and Edwin L. Huntley, editor of 
the Mediator, a weekly publication. 


The suit charges the defendants 


have 
been 
trying to ruin Dr. 


Roeder since he began his fight for 
standardization in* October, i923. 


Boeder's suit follows a long se- 


ries of suits against him in which 
a total of J195.000 
damages are 


asked. 
One of these suits was 


brought by the Nicholas Senn hos- 
pital for slander 
and 
others in 


which he has been made defendant 
were filed by persons alleging mal- 
practice on his part. 
Policeman 


Woods sued Roeder for $50,000 for 
alleged alienation of his wife's af 
fections. 


The standardization move, ac- 


cording to those backing it and the 
Omaha hospitals which have lined 
up for it, is a move to assure the 
public that unnecessary operations 
and treatments are not forced on 
patients simply to fatten doctor and 
hospital revenues. 


On the other hand, opponents of 


the standardization move charge 
that the American College of Sur- 
geons Is "an organization of polit- 
ical doctors' 'trying to bring about 
a "closed shop" in hospitals to 
favor its own members and bar 
others.

A famous Italian pathologist found «mdence of 


active or healed tuberculosis in 597 out of 600 
bodies examined. 
This demonstrates that every-1 


where in the civilized world this disease is ex- 
tremely prevalent. 


Let me say at once that tuberculosis is decreasing. One deatl- 


out of every seven, used to be caused by tuberculosis.

breathe deeply. 
Then you must 
breathe pure air, day and night. 
Much depends on how and what you 
breathe.

To be well-nourished 
you must eat enough of the right 
foods. When you do this and then 
insure the assimilation of the food 
through the assistance of the red- 
blood cells, made active and capable 
by replenishment in lungs well-sup- 
plied with oxygen, then you will 
escape tuberculosis.

enough to stir it is a jug, labeled 
"wets." In the end LaFollette'will 
find this his heaviest handicap, that 
he is wet. 


Some of the arguments that are 


spread before the voters as repre- 
senting the ripest fruit of political 
economists are neither politics or 
economics. Some of the orators, 
for Instance, purpose to help the 
farmer 
by reducing the tariff on 


the things that the fanner has to 
buy. 
As the tariff is put on an 


article for the purpose of allowing 
the seller to increase the price to 
the consumer, this sounds likfc a 
reasonable solution. But here is 
•where experience steps In to sig- 
nal that traffic along that line must 
halt. The tariff is also put on an 
article In order that the workers 
in that line of manfacture may be 
kept constantly employed. It keeps 
out foreign competitive manufac- 
tures, and usually represents the 
difference between wages here *nd 
abroad. II we reduce the tariff 
more foreign goods come in and 
the home market for the purchase 
of farm products sags 
because 


labor Is unemployed or gets less 
money, and farm prices drop. 


It la an ancient truism that poli- 


tical Issues change with leaders. 
Two years ago the state was 
rocked with a bitter fight 
oVer 


keeping the code system in effect. 
Governor Bryan was elected be- 
. cause he promised unequivocal 
"he will repeal the code." 
There 


were no ifs and ands about it "He" 
was going to do it He submitted 
to the legislature a redistribution 
of the departments, leaving out the 
saving grace of the code system, 
centralized responsibility In the 
governor. The legislature rejected 
It. We hear little in this campaign 
about the code. We do hear about 
some great savings In code depart- 
ment administration, and these 
•were possible only hecause dSte 
man—the governor—was at the 


„ bead. 


It Is not difficult to understand 


why such a considerable part of 
the aristocracy of the east so 
sternly opposes prohibition. As 
one of the political diagnosticians 
pointed out the other day in his 
Journal article the foundation of a 
lot of the wealth of that section 
was a distillery or a brewery or a 
wholesale liquor house, businesses 
that yielded great revenues at all 
times. If you had on your family 
shield a whisky barrel rampant on 
a field of broken bottles It would 
not be out of place "for you to re- 
sent any reflection upon your an- 
cestry such as Is contained in the 
national prohibition amendments 
and the Volstead act 


It Is safe to say that 90 per cent 


of the money lost In this and other 
states by unwise purchases of 
stock came from the pockets of 
people who had never made any In- 
vestments of a security character 
before that This means that there 
Is a great supply of capital that is 


at the command of those corpora- 
tions needing money for develop- 
ment purposes that has not hither- 
to found its way into acy other 
channel than those that connect 
with savings deposits. Why do not 
those that are not restricted by 
law to certain returns make better ' 
ofters than they do for this money? 
We presume one answer is that 
they offer no more than they can 
get it for from banks and rich men, 
but it has always seemed to be a 
fatal oversight for big business not 
to share the 
big profits with a 


greater number of persons.
